BY  THE  PRESIDENT 

or  THE 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA, 

A PROCLAMATION. 

WHEBEis  a Treaty  between  the  U.  Statea 
of  America  and  the  Wyandot,  Delaware,  Shaw- 
noese,  Seneca  and  Miamie  Nations  of  Indians, 
was  concluded  and  signed  on  the  twenty  second 
day  of  July,  in  the  j ear  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fourteen,  by  the  com- 
ntissiooers  of  both  nations,  fully  and  respect- 
ively authorised  for  that  purpose,  and  w.,s  du- 
ly ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  President  of 
the  U.  States  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, in  the  Year  of  our  Lord,  1814,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  which  Treaty 
is  in  the  follow  ing  words,  to  wit  : 

A Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendship  tet-mecn  the 

X7  S of  America  and  the  Tribes  of  Indiunt 

catted  the  Wyandots,  JJeleivares,  Shawunoese, 

Senecas  and  Miamiet. 

The  said  United  States  of  America,  bv  Wil- 
liam  Henry  Harrison,  late  a Major  General  in 
the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  Lewis  Cass, 
Governor  of  the  Michigan  Territory,  duly  au- 
thorised and  appointed  Commissioners  for  the 
purpose,  and  the  said  tribes,  by  the  r head 
men,  chiefs  and  warriors,  assembled  at  Green* 
ville  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  have  agreed  to  the 
following  articles,  which,  when  ratified  In  he 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof) 
shall  be  binding  upon  them  and  the  said 
tribes. 

Article  1 The  United  States  and  the 
Wyandots,  Delawares,  Shawanoese  and  Sen- 
ecas, give  peace  to  the  Miamie  nation  of  In- 
dians, formerly  designated  as  the  Miamie  Eel 
River  and  Weea  tribes,  they  extend  this  in- 
dulgence also  to  the  bands  ot  the  I'u'awalimies, 
which  adhere  to  the  grand  Sachem  Tobinipee, 
and  to  the  Chief  Onoxa,  to  the  Ottowas  of  Blan- 
chard’s Ureek,  who  have  attached  themselves 
to  the  Shatvanoese  tribe,  and  to  such  of  the 
said  tribe  as  adhere  to  the  Chief  called  the 
Wing,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Detroit,  and  to 
the  Kickapoos,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chiefs  who  sign  this  Treaty. 

Article  II.  The  Tribes  and  Bands  above- 
mentioned,  engage  to  give  their  aid  to  the  U. 
States  in  prosecuting  the  war  against  Great 
Britain  and  such  of  the  Indian  tribes  as  still 
continue  hostile  ; and  to  make  no  peace  with 
either,  without  die  consent  of  the  U.  States. — 
The  assistance*lierein  stipulated  for,  is  to  con- 
sist ofsucli  a number  of  their  warriors  from  each 
tribe,  as  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or 
any  officer  having  his  authority  therefor,  may 
require. 

Article  III  The  Wyandot  tribe,  and  the 
Senecas  of  Sandusky  and  Stoney  Creek,  the 
Delaware  and  Sliawanoese  tribes,  who  have 
preserved  their  fidelity  t • the  United  Statea 
throughout  the  war,  again  acknowledged  them- 
selves under  the  protection  of  the  said  s ates, 
and  of  no  other  power  whatever  ; and  agree 
to  aid  the  U.  States,  in  the  manner  stipulated 
for  in  former  article,  and  to  make  no  peace  hut 
with  the  consent  of  the  said  states. 

A*  ticik  IV.  In  the  event  of  a faithful  per- 
formance of  tlic  conditions  of  this  Treaty,  the 
United  States  will  confirm  and  establish  all  the 
boundaries  between  their  lands  and  those  of 
the  Wyandots,  Delaware,  Shawanoese  & Miam- 
ies,  as  they  existed  previously  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war. 

Is  testimoxt  wamior,  the  said  Commis- 
sioners and  the  said  Head  Men,  Chiefs  and 
Warriors  of  the  before  mentioned  tribes 
of  Indians,  have  hereunto  set  their  hands 
and  affix  their  seals.

As  an 
inducement  to  follow  this  measure,  and  as 
a proof  that  a country  is  none  the  worse 
without  hierarchy,  but  rather  the  better, 
we  have  the  example  of  America  at  this 
instant  before  our  eyes  ; a country  which 
bids  fair  to  become  one  ol  the  most  won- 
derful and  happy  on  the  face  of  the  globe.

To  be  sure,  the  soil  ol  Amer- 
ica is  much  more  productive  than  that  of 
England,  but  that  is  the  very  reason  why 
every  possible  burden  should  be  taken  oil 
the  English  farmer,  in  order  to  enable 
him  to  bring  his  produce  to  market  as 
cheap  as  possible.  But  to  this  it  may  be 
said,  can  tne  taking  the  tythes  from  the 
clergy,  and  still  levying  them,  but  apply- 
ing them  to  defray  the  expences  of  gov- 
ernment, lessen  the  burden  of  the  grower? 
In  the  first  instance  it  cannot,  but  in  the 
long  run  it  undoubtedly  will  ; fcr,  on  the 
present  system,  the  farmers  are  paying 
these  tythes  to  people  who  are  of  no  ser- 
vice to  the  goverment  ; but  if  the  meas- 
ures were  adopted  which  I here  recom- 
mend, they  would  go  towards  paying 
our  navy  and  army,  and  so  gradually  di- 
minish the  amount  of  taxes  indispensably 
necessary  to  be  raised  on  the  present  cor- 
rupt system.  It  must  be  evident  to  eve- 
ry one,  that  the  debt  is  already  unpayable, 
and  as,  no  doubt,  many  families  will  be 
utterly  ruined  by  it,  humanity  itself  should 
Biake  us  use  every  means  to  prevent  its 
increase.

may  be  had  for  2 d.  per  lb.  a fow  l for  4 d and  a 
turlty  for  2s — In  France,  a bottle  of  the  best 
wine  may  be  got  for  Is.  which  costs  5 in  Eng. 
land  ; every  thing  else  in  proportion — The  cli- 
mate of  F'rance  also  is  infinitely  preferable  to 
that  nf  England,  and  the  habitual  cheerfulness 
and  suavity  of  the  French  people  in  general,  is 
another  inducement  to  men  who  are  disgusted 
and  exhausted  by  the  long  list  of  government 
taxes,  tythes,  and  poor  rates 

In  short  in  the  month  of  Sept  last,  it  was 
calculated  that  a drain  of  five  millions  of  ready 
money  had  already  been  made  on  the  English 
nation,  to  supply  the  wants  and  expences  of 
Lord  Wellington's  army  during  the  war  ! 

To  this  vast  drain  is  to  be  added,  that  nearly 
all  the  foreigners  who  had  taken  refuge  in  Eng- 
land during  the  continental  troubles,  have  left 
that  country,  and  drawn  all  their  monies  from 
the  Banks  and  Funds — And  this  accounts  for 
thn  great  depression  of  Public  Stocks  and 
Omnium 

John  Bull  begins  to  make  a terriblelv.ise  a 
bout  these  things — When  peace  was  made  with 
France,  he  expected  to  enjoy  the  halcyon  days 
of  peace  and  plenty,  and  freed  from  taxes— 
No  such  thing — Money  is  now  scarcer  than 
before,  and  the  heavy  taxes  remain  ; and  the 
American  war  is  the  pretext  for  Continuing 
them  , and  what  is  still  more  provoking,  the 
Yankee  privateers  take  his  merchant  vessels 
In  his  own  waters,  and  almost  in  his  own  har- 
bors— John  growls  very  ioudly  about  no  trade  & 
no  money,  but  an  abundance  of  heavy  taxes-.Nor 
have  the  Americans,  as  he  was  told,  submitted 
to  the  mildsway  of  Lord  Castlereagh,  & that 
very  amiable  legitimate  Sovereign,  the  Prince 
Regent !

ed  this  exploit  delivered  his  prisoners  up 
to  the  militia  in  St.  Mary’s  county,  by 
whom  they  had  been  brought  to  the  city.

A GOOD  SHOT. 

We  understand  that  on  the  16th  inst.  a 
British  tender  (formerly  the  Franklin,  be- 
longing to  the  Constellation,  taken  in  Lyn- 
haven  bay)  gave  chase  to  an  oyster  boat 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Blackstone’s 
Island.  A boat  was  manned  from  the  ten- 
der with  an  officer  and  4 men  armed  with 
muskets  and  cutlasses,  which  got  within 
gun  shot  of  the  oyster  boat  and  fired  se- 
veral guns  at  her,  which  struck  different 
parts  of  the  vessel. The  owner,  a yel- 

low man,  not  liking  to  loose  Ins  all  without 
a struggle  made  for  a small  creek,  and 
advised  a young  white  man  who  was  with 
him  (the  only  two  on  board)  to  take  his 
ducking  gun,  (having  but  the  one)  get 
into  the  canoe  and  go  ashore  and  secret 
himself  till  the  boat  should  come  near  a 
point  which  he  was  endeavoring  to  make, 
and  then  fire  into  it.  The  young  man 
kept  himself  snug  until  the  boat  came! 
within  about  50  yards  of  him,  when  lie  . 
fired  with  such  effect  as  to  wound  the  | 
officer  and  3 men — they  all  immediately 
fell  flat  and  bellowed  out  lustily  for  quar- 
ters. The  young  man  loaded  his  gun  j 
again  ami  ordered  them  to  push  the  boat 
ashore  and  surrender,  which  they  did,  and 
after  having,  secured  their  arms  (3  mus- 
kets and  2 cutlasses)  and  being  joined  by 
his  companion,  they  marched  them  to 
where  some  militia  were  stationed,  not  j 
far  off  in  St  Mary’s  county,  and  deliver- 
ed them  up  to  the  commanding  officer, ! 
who  sent  them  under  guard  to  Washing- 
ton. The  oyster  boat  arrived  here  yes- 
terday anti  proceeded  on  to  Washington 
with  her  prize. — Alex.  Herald.

INDIVIDUAL  GALLANTRY. 
HOUSE  OP  REPRESENTATIVES. 

MONDAY,  DEC.  20,  1814. 

After  the  presentation  of  a few  peti- 
tions, &c. — 

Mr.  Ingersotl  of  Pa.  rose  to  make  a 
motioq.  He  said  there  was  now  an  in- 
dividual in  this  town,  by  the  name  of 
Matthew  Guy,  a native  of  the  town  of 
Dumfries,  who  by  an  extraordinary  act 
of  bravery  and  heroism,  had  himself  cap- 
tured a British  officer  and  four  British 
seamen.  He  was  in  an  oyster  boat  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Chippewanzie,  into 
which  he  was  pursued  by  a British  ves- 
sel ; and,  after  he  got  into  the  creek,  a 
barge  was  sent  after  him  with  a midship- 
man and  lour  men.  This  individual, 
finding  he  must  be  overtaken,  went  ashore 
in  a small  skiff,  and  concealed  himself  in 
the  margin  of  the  creek  with  his  duck- 
gun,  directing  a mulatto  man  who  was  the 
only  person  in  company  with  him  to  pur- 
sue his  way  up  the  creek.  The  mulatto 
man  accordingly  steered  up  the  creek, 
under  a sharp  fire  from  the  barge  which 
was  in  pursuit.  When  the  barge  passed 
within  a convenient  distance,  Mr.  Guy 
discharged  his  gun  with  such  steady  aim 
at  it,  as  to  wound  fourof  the  five  men  on 
board,  who  immediately  cried  for  quar- 
ter ; which  being  readily  granted,  passed 
ashore  whilst  Guy  was  loading  his  gun  a 
second  time.  On  finding  the  inferiority 
of  force  to  which  they  had  surrendered 
their  arms,  the  prisoners  were  disposed 
to  attempt  a rescue  ; but  their  captor  pre- 
sented his  piece  a second  time  at  them, 
and  they  deemed  it  proper  to  submit,  the 
officer  and  three  others  being  already 
wounded.

BRITISH  VESSELS  OF  WAR 


ESSEX  AND  GEN.  ARMSTRONG. 

The  conduct  of  the  English,  in  attack- 
ing the  Essex  and  the  General  Armstrong 
in  neutral  ports,  has  been  weakly  and  ig- 
norantly supposed  to  be  an  unprecedent- 
ed outrage  against  the  law  of  nations,  St 
which  therefore  casts  a new  and  deeper 
stain  upon  the  character  of  England. — 
The  fact,  however,  is  not  so ; she  has 
habitually  acted  upon  the  same  principle. 
Azuni,  in  his  Dissertation  on  the  Mari- 
time Law  of  Europe,  (vol.  2d,  page  331) 
cites  the  following  passage  from  D‘Hau- 
bem,  an  eminent  Spanish  writer : “ The 
English  are  the  only  nation  w ho  have  been 
guilty  of  those  outrages  ; without  regard 
to  any  law,  and  against  all  reason,  they 
seize  the  vessels  of  their  enemies,  in  the 
sight,  and  under  the  very  cannon  of  neu- 
tral ports  ; such  eonduct  should  not  be 
considered  as  a rule  of  general  practice, 
since  no  one  is  bound  to  regulate  his  be- 
haviour by  proceedings  altogether  un- 
just.” Azuni,  himself,  commenting  on 
this  passage  thus  proceeds.  “ This  pas- 
sage of  D’Haubern  is  not  a slanderous  in- 
vective. The  English  have  been  careful 
to  evince,  by  their  conduct,  that  nothing 
has  been  invented  against  them  in  this  res- 
pect. In  1794,  Genoa,  a neutral  port,  was 
witness  to  the  unworthy  perfidy  of  an 
English  vessel.  The  French  frigate  La 
Modest  reposing  tranquility  under  the 
protection  and  assylum  granted  by  the 
perfect  neutrality  of  the  Genoese  republic 
saw,  without  suspicion,  a ship  of  74  guns 
place  itself  along  her  side,  by  a stratagem 
that  increased  her  security. —A  11  at  once 
the  English  ordered  the  French  to  lower 
their  flag.  On  their  refusal  to  obey  the 
summons,  flying  ladders,  air*  ady  prepar- 
ed were  thrown  upon  iter.  The  French 
unarmed,  were  easily  massacred  ; the  Eng- 
lish,  in  their  boats, pursued  the  unfortunate 
men  -who  had  thrown  themselves  into  the 
Sea  for  safety,  dispatched  them  with  their 
oars,  or  precipitated  Ihem  to  the  bottom  of 
the  noaves,  red  with  the  blood  of  the  vict- 
ims.” 

This  was  a gallant  achievement  for 
which  the  captain  was  probably  made  an 
admiral,  or  from  the  character  and  color 
of  his  exploit,  was  perhaps  honored  with 
the  title  to  display  the  bloody  hand*  in  his 
coat  of  arms.  The  destruction  of  our 
ships  is  not  indeed  likely  to  receive  the 
same  reward  ; for  the  bloodshed  on  these 
occasions  is  not  a fit  subject  to  be  com- 
memorated by  British  honor.  Let  us  how- 
ever, do  justice  to  our  enemy,  and  offer 
them  the  er.suse,  that  it  is  extremelv  hard

since  June  18,  1813. 
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The  silk  and  linen  manufacturers  have 
suffered.  Of  15,000  looms  at  Lyons  in 
1797,  during  the  late  war,  there  were 
only  8,000. 

Commerce  suffered  greatly,  both  from 
the  narrowing  of  the  sphere  ofits  opera- 
tion, and  from  the  instability  of  the  com- 
mercial and  revenue  laws- 

Large  sums  were  raised  for  internal 
improvements,  such  as  roads,  prisons  See. 
See.  but  a great  proportion  of  the  sums  ap- 
propriateel  for  those  purposes  were  direct- 
ed by  the  government  to  other  object*. 
Many  great  enterprises  were  undertaken, 
some  for  utility  and  others  for  ostentation, 
while  oilier  works  of  obvious  utility  were 
neglected.  On  the  establishment  of  the 
capital  24,000,000  have  been  expended 
and  19,000,000  more  will  be  required  to 
complete  the  works  that  have  been  com- 
menced. The  canals  are  in  an  improved 
state,  but  unfinished. 

The  war  department  is  in  the  greatest 
disorder.  The  land  forces,  May  Linclu- 
ding  gensdarmie,  vetei%ns,  Sec.  amounted 
to  520,000 

Besides  these,  on  half  pay  122,000 

Prisoners  returning  from  Prusia, 

Austria,  England  and  Rus- 
sia 160,000 

Staff  of  the  army,  1.874 

1 he  amount  of  pay  and  half  pay  for  1814, 
is  336,000,000  ol  b ancs.  The  losses  in 
artillery  and  ammunition  in  1812  and 
1 8 13,  amounted  to  25,000,000  of  francs. 

I he  expences  of  the  war  department  for 
1814  will  be  740,000,000. 

The  navy  luis  suffered  greatly  by  the 
very  means  which  have  been  adopted  to 
give  it  the  appearence  of  strength  The 
attempts  to  display  a factitious  power  on 
the  coasts,  have  depopulated  those  parts 
of  the  country.  In  creating  the  pompous 
flotilla  by  which  an  invasion  of  England 
was  threatened,  and  150,000,000  Were 
sacrificed.  During  the  last  fifteen  years 
France  has  lost  forty  three  ships  of  the 
line,  eighty  two  frigates,  seventy  six  cor- 
vetts,  and  sixty  two  transports  and  packets 
worth  200,000,000  francs.  The  best 
ports  have  been  neglected,  and  all  the 
arsenals  are  exhausted. 

In  the  department  of  finances  lor  seve- 
ral years  past,  there  have  been  great  de- 
ficits The  public  debt  in  thirteen  years 
past  has  increased  1,645,469,000  francs. 
The  value  of  a franc  is  nearly  18  cents 
of  our  money.

FRENCH  EXPOSE. 

Abstract  of  an  Expose  of  the  internal  state 
of  France,  presented  in  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  at  Paris,  July  13,  1814. 
[From  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser.] 

It  (the  Expose)  brings  to  light  many 
important  facts  which  have  been  for  many 
years  studiously  concealed,  and  is  prob- 
ably the  most  satisfactory  statement  that 
can  be  obtained,  of  the  condition  of  the 
kingdom  at  the  t»vc  of  its  delivery  into 
the  hands  of  its  legitimate  sovereign. 

Notwithstanding  the  oppressive  opera- 
tion of  the  conscription  and  the  continental 
system,  agriculture  lias  improved  since 
the  revolution.  The  greatest  sufferers 
have  been  the  proprietors  of  vineyards  ; 
many  of  whom  have  rooted  up  their  vines 
and  brandies.  The  breed  of  sheep  lias 
been  rather  injured  by  forcing  too  hastily 
the  merino  cross. — The  breed  of  horses 
has  been  greatly  improved.  But  this  ad- 
vantage was  nearly  lost  by  the  destruction 
of  230,000  horses  in  the  fatal  campaign  of 
1812  and  1813.  These  horses  cost  the 
government  from  400  to  460  francs  a 
piece. — The  mines  have  been  improved. 
They  employ  17,000  workmen,  and  pro- 
duce to  the  government  an  annual  reve- 
enu  of  251,800  francs. 

The  manufacturers  derive  some  benefit 
from  the  continental  system,  but  were  by 
the  same  cause  subjected  to  disadvantage 
from  want  of  many  raw  materials.  The 
cotton  manufacturers  employ  00,000 
persons,  and  1, OOO, 000  francs  ofcapital. 


CONGRESS  AT  VIENNA. 
Extract  of  a letter  from  Amelia  Island, 
dated  the  13  th  inst. 

“ We  have  had  several  arrivals  here  in 
short  passages  from  Europe — one  sailed 
from  Portsmouth  the  3d  November,  and 
brought  London  dates  to  the  29ih  Octo- 
ber, in  which  it  is  stated  (so  says  the  cap-! 
tain)  that  the  Grand  Congress  at  Vienna 
had  bceh  postponed  to  the  1 st  of  March 
next — I doubt  it  however.”

Mr.  Bradford, 

A new  administration  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Town,  is  about  to  com- 
mence ; and  if  the  present  board  will 
profit  by  the  errors  of  their  predecesors 
some  good  may  be  expected  to  result 
liom  their  labors.  We  have  had  two 
descriptions'of  watch;  a night  one, for 
the  safety  of  the  citizen  & his  property 
by  night,  & a day  one  to  enforce  police 
regulations.  The  writer,  never  being 
Irom  home  after  10  o’clock,  can  say 
nothing  of  the  former  from  his  own 
knowlege,  though  he  has  heard  many 
complaints  of  them  ; but  of  the  latter  he 
can  safely  say,  they  have  never  done 
their  duty.  In  proof  of  this,  he  refers 
the  board,  to  die  posts  and  trees  and 
other  impediments  which  are  suffered 
to  annoy  the  passenger  in  the  pave- 
ments and  cross-ways  of  the  thickest 
settled  parts  of  the  town  ; to  the  liber- 
ties which  some  people  are  suffered  to 
take  w ith  the  pavements  in  raising  them 
at  their  pleasure;  to  the  kitchen  slop 
and  other  filth  which  people  arc  daily 
casting  or  letting  into  the  streets  ; to  the 
PERPETUAL  MUD  HOLES  WHICH  CER- 
TAIN PEOPLE  are  permitted  to  keep  in 
the  streets  by  their  kitchen  slop  and 
die  drains  from  their  welis  ; and  to  the 
offal  c-f  stables  that  inevery  part  of  the 
tonn  is  used  to  manure  the  footways. 
Look  at  Main,  Water,  Short,  Main- 
Cross  and  Limestone  Streets,  and  you 
c;  n no  where  go  an  hundred  yards, 
without  seeing  some  or  till  of  these 
trtstns.  \ et  all  these  things  are  against 
t.te  By  -Laws ; and  vve  seldom  hear  of  a 
prosecution,  unless  some  citizen  be- 
comes obnoxious  to  a watchman nev- 

er, d die  offender  possess  A CERTAIN 
rind  of  influence.  I do  notmention 
names,  lest  it  might  be  supposed  my 
object  was  a malicious  one,  when  it  is  to 
correct  public  evils;  and  1 appeal  to 
the  actual  observation  of  every  citizen. 
It  is  time,  that  a reform  took  place  ; 8c 
if  the  present  board  will  set  the  exam- 
ple, they  will  meet  with  the  plaudits  of 
their  feiltjw  citizens. 

Before  I put  an  end  to  this  epistle,  I 
beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
board,  to  the  wretched  manner  in 
which  the  market  house  is  kept,  and 
governed,  not  only  on  common  days, 
out  even  \\  hen  it  is  appropriated  to  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  built.  It  is 
in  the  first  place,  the  great  and  common 
repository  ot  the  public,  lor  that  species 
of  filth,  which  produced  so  much  reve- 
nue to  the  celebrated  Emperor  Vespa- 
sian. If,  like  this  Roman  Emperor, 
the  trustees  derived  a revenue  from 
the  deposit,  there  would  be  some  sense 
ln.sufficrEig.it.to  continue  there,  as  there 
w ould  also  be,  if  our  butter,  beef,  and 
vegetables,  were  improved  by  coming 
every'  market  day  in  contactwith  its  odo- 
riferous qualities.  But  as  neither  reve- 
nue, nor  valuable  periuine  is  obtained 
by  the  practice,  and  as  many  a neat 
house-w  ife’s  and  sensitive  man’s  olfac- 
tory nerves  are  offended  v>  ith  its  conse- 
sequences,  the  w'riter  supposes,  a heavy 
fine  should  be  inflicted  on  those  who  in- 
dulge themselves  in  it.  If  a day- 
watchman  were  instructed  to  attend  the 
market  house  on  a few  public  day  s to 
enforce  a by-law  on  the  subject,  it  is 
supposed  this  evil  would  not  long  con- 
tinue to  exist.  Why  have  the  trustees 
paid  lor  sweeping  the  market  house 
twice  every  w'eek,  when  they  have  ta- 
ken no  steps  t^leanse  it  ol  its  greatest 
nuisance?

Until  within  a month  past,  we  re- 
ceived letters  (not  papers)  by  the  Ma- 
rietta mail  from  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton twice  a week  in  8 days,  and  were 
promised  the  mail  on  the  same  line  af- 
ter new  year  in  6 days.  We  were  much 
pleased  with  the  improvement  contem- 
plated—but  it  turned  out  to  be  an  im- 
provement of  a backward  kind  of 
character ; for  since  new  year,  we  have 
never  received  but  parts  of  mails,  and 
none  from  Washington  in  less  than  9 
and  10  davs.

Good  intentions  & a pure 
conscience  must  enable  him  to  despise  their 
abuse.  Commodere  Chauncey  is  in  the  city — 
his  business,  the  building  of  more  vessels  on 
the  lake.  The  accomplished  General  Winder, 
has  arrived  at  Baltimore,  and  General  Scott  in 
Philadelphia.  A winter  expedition  is  serious- 
ly apprehended  at  Plaltsburg.  The  bank  bill 
engrosses  the  attention  of  the  house,  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  other  business  of  a minor  na- 
ture— I still  think  it  will  pass.  General  Ma- 
comb has  arrived  at  Piattsburg,  where  they 
gave  him  a federal  salute.
